this Association keep the question of missions constant- 
iy before each of his respective chur¢hes until it awakens 
that interest, and begets that share of attention that it 
demands on account of its vast importance.

The liquor traffic only enriches and builds up a set of 
nen of whom three-fourths are foreigners who care 
nothing for the education, the up-building of society nor 
the spread of the blessed Gospel of ¢ur Lord Jesus Christ 
whom we love and serve. 

The crime, the vice, the infidelity, the degradation of 
thousauds of our promising young mdn are too well 
known to need notice here. 

The traffic as it exists cannot be regulated. The pres- 
ent laws can not be enforced, and therefore your Com- 
mittee recommend Prohibition as the only safe means 
tor the future. | , 

Prohibition will pave the way for a higher grade of 
society, a more general interest in education and for the 
salvation of thousands who are victims to strong drink. 

We also recommend the following resolutions : 

lst. Resolved, That every Christian should hold it asa 
duty to God, a duty to his own family, and a duty to the 
world at large, to use all fair and honest means to pro- 
care Prohibitory Laws. 
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2nd. Resolved, That we consider any member of any 
church within this Association who votes, and lends his 
influence in any way tor the liquor traffic, is guilty of an 
unchristian act and ought to be brought under chureh 
censure, 
3rd. Resolved, That we, as far as possible, lend our in- 
fluence, send up our prayers, and if necessary, give of 
our means for the success of Prohibition and 
country ‘for God and Home and Native Land.
